MR. WHITE: Gentlemen, the Department emphatica ly 
denies a report attributed to US authorities that char- 
acterized Soviet anawers in recent negctiations as 
"confused, evasive, and unsatisfactc -y." 

Talks are continuing. No responsible US 
autnority has authorized any discussion of the taiks at 
all. 

Now, On a background basis, let ne add one 
otner point: 

You will recall that I was asked at noon whethe 
we nad made clear to the Soviets that we nope ts nave 8 
satisfactory reply from them concerning the ILL28's 
today or tomorrow. I replied that we certainly have. 

i am afraid chat I was mistaken about that. 

We nave repeatedly made clear to the Soviets 
tnat we regard the In-+28's as offensive weapons and as 
Such tnat they snould be removed from Cuba. Tne point 
Loam making is tnat in this context we did not say that 
we expected δ satisfactory reply in the next day cr twe,
